Police said the system would work to provide evidence 
against thieves even if the livestock had already been 
sold or slaughtered 
In the past year, rustling of livestock, expeciallv 
feeder pigs, has become a grow mg problem in the area, 
with farms near interstate exchanges the hardest hit.

Sork was heard originally in Monroe Superior Court I 
Taylor, the dump truck owner, lost his dam age suit and 
appealed to the state court which upheld the trial court 
Evidence was that the dum p truck hit one of two 
Charolais heifers owned by Sork that had gotten out of 
their pasture while Sork was away on a trip The truck 
overturned and the animal was killed 
Judge Robert B. Lybrook, who wrote the state court 
opinion, said the question of whether there is “an 
inference of negligence in instances where domestic 
animals escape from their enclosures appears to be one 
of first impression in Indiana ” 
The state court decided that such an inference should 
not be drawn in this particular case in which Sork 
testified the heifers were confined in a fenced pasture

Food stam ps have been questioned as a m eans of 
supporting w elfare households since their inception 
when the governm ent ended the com m odity program 
While the com m odity program had its faults, the food 
stam p program also seem s to be running 
into 
problem s in Indiana 
According to the adm inistration of Indiana's food 
stam p program , how ever, the problem is being 
solved som ew hat by an im provem ent in accu racy and 
efficiency W ayne A Stanton. A dm inistrator of the 
State D epartm ent of Public W elfare, states that 
although 
national 
food 
stam p 
quality 
control 
statistics haven ’t been released for 1975. he fully 
expects they w ill indicate Indiana has one of the m ost 
efficient food stam p program s in the nation 
Stanton bases this observation on a report by the 
State W elfare D epartm ent quality control unit, which 
determ ined that errors in two categories of ad­ 
m inistration have been dram atically reduced since 
the first quality control review ing period in 1974 
C ases in these quality control review s are scien ­ 
tifically selected at random in direct proportion to 
each county’s portion of the sta te ’s total non-w elfare 
food stam p caseload The State W elfare D epartm ent 
readily adm its that a statistically valid conclusion 
can not be drawn for those counties in w hich less than 
ten cases w ere selected for review . 
Bearing this in m ind, 70 of Indiana’s 92 counties had 
less than IO ca ses review ed In five counties, only I 
ca se w as review ed in each county, and in White 
County, not one case w as review ed 
Yet the State D epartm ent of W elfare can sit back 
and say that the percentage of recipients o ver­ 
charged has been reduced from 11.8 per cent to 3.97 
per cent, and the num ber of households under 
charged has been reduced from 22 per cent to 11.9 per 
cent The number of illegal households, they say. has 
rem ained static at "about 9 and one half per cent."

Protruding Nave! Not a Problem 


THEY MADE IT POSSIBLE 


My newborn child 
has a 
protruding belly button. I have 
been told that this can cause a 
hernia later on. I’m worried. — 
Mrs. J.L., Ga. 
Dear Mrs L.: 
I have a feeling, from the rest 
of your letter, that your doctor 
has assured you that you have 
no cause for concern. Let me 
add my reassurance. 
Very often, there may be a 
protrusion of the umbilicus, or 
navel, and it is totally unrelated 
to the possibility of a hernia 
This may be caused 
by the 
manner in which the umbilical 
cord was cut and tied at birth 
In rather rare occasions the 
umbilical ring is enlarged. This 
is the place where the umbilical 
cord first comes out from the 
abdomen. Even if there is a 
widening of the ring, it very 
often tends to become smaller 
after the first few years of life. 
In those instances where 
surgery is necessary, it is a safe 
and simple operation.

Since a friend of mine told me 
that she had ‘ tunnel vision” I 
think I have it. too. What is the 
cause of it? — Miss. L.F., N.H. 
Dear Miss F.: 
You 
obviously 
are 
highly 
susceptible to the influence of 
your friend s problems. Highly 
suggestible people must avoid 


trading symptoms or diagnoses 
that strictly belong to their 
friends. 
As the name suggests, people 
with "tunnel vision" seem to be 
looking through a straight and 
narrow tube What is missing 
from their vision is the wide 
range of ‘ peripheral’’ vision 
that we all normally have. 
Visual field 
studies 
are 
readily performed

ophthalmologist, 
or

specialist. By this simple test, 
the presence or absence of 
tunnel vision can immediately 
be decided 
Rather than guessing and 
worrying, have these tests done

have been grabbing the attention but these

Spiritual Pathways

A few weeks ago I listened to one of this 
country’s great preachers pour out his heart 
in appealing for repentance in this Am erica's 
bicentennial year. After the m eeting we spent 
two hours together in prayer and sharing over 
the concern of revival in A m erica. I asked 
this man whose parish is the whole world to 
give me a brief analysis of A m erica’s heart 
problem He laid it out briefly and clearly. 
America is backslidden like Israel of old 
Perhaps m ore so than any other nation, 
America was called out as a chosen people for 
Christian witness to the nations in these last 
days She cannot be understood apart from 
her Christian beginning Her destiny cannot 
be separated from her heritage 
A m erica's 
political 
corruption 
and 
in­ 


ternational decline are judgm ents here and 
now on her spiritual backsliding. God judges 
nations and civilizations in history, as well as 
at some future judgm ent seat. God is angry 
with His chosen nation. He calls us to 
repentance 
A m erica's problem is idolatry. She has 
forgotten God and turned to the gods of her 
own production And it is dangerous business 
to keep God waiting while He is calling for 
re p en tan c e . ‘‘R ighteousness e x a lte th a 
nation, but sin is a reproach to any people."

Soviet Teething

MOSCOW (U PI) — The Soviet Union has 
been growling at its critics in ever gruffer 
tones of late and analysts tend to put this 
down to too m uch political m ovem ent in 
Europe and not enough in the United States 
The Soviets apparently are w orried that 
Italian and W'est G erm an elections m ay fan 
anticom m unist feelings. 
They are also apparently angered that 
detente is being both criticized in the West 
and used to seek ideological and foreign 
policy concessions from Moscow. 
At the sam e tim e, the U S 
presidential 
cam paign 
has 
slowed 
down 
m a j o r 
SovietAmerican 
initiatives, 
such 
as 
the 
strategic arm s lim itation talks, putting in 
their place only electoral rhetoric from 
which

Thus criticism of Washington is tougher 
than for many months. Witness Moscow's 
warning it “will not rem ain indifferent" to 
pressures on Cuba, its accusation the United 
States and its allies are evading talks on 
banning nuclear tests, its denunciation of the 
U.S.Spain bases agreem ent, its charges the 
West is dragging its feet on talks to reduce 
troops and arm s in central Europe and its 
accusations the West is seeKing to arm 
"reactionary” states in the Persian Gulf 
The 
European 
security 
agreem ent 
in 
Helsinki is a Soviet idol and leaders here are 
dism ayed that it has come under such 
prolonged attack by presidential aspirants 
they characterize as “ enem ies of detente.” 
They 
are 
even 
m ore 
concerned 
that 
President Ford appears to have toughened 
his stance on defense, dropping the word 
"detente" in apparent reaction to attacks by 
his opponents. 
The leitmotif of politics here is. "There 
can be no alternative to detente ’’ 


Detente provides, in the Soviet view, not 
only a shield against nuclear w ar but, as 
Communist party General Secretary Leonid 
I 
Brezhnev so brutally put it at the 25th 
party congress, ideal conditions for the 
construction of communism 
Foreign policies are not lightly adopted 
here and when accepted are not easily 
dropped Thus any impugning of detente still 
brings a Pavlovian snarl 
Against the political sterility in Am erica 
m ust be contrasted the volatility of Europe 
Spain. 
Italy 
and 
Portugal 
all 
are 
sim m ering 
with 
right 
vs. 
left 
tension. 
Britain does not seem to know quite w here it 
is. France and West G erm any are politely at 
loggerheads 
If s a situation the Soviet Union does not 
relish.

A long official statem ent this week on

INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — Eleven years 
after Congress voted to ban signs and 
billboards 
along 
interstate and 
prim ary 
highways, Indiana still has about 11,000 of 
the m essage spouters. 
That figure should begin dwindling rather 
rapidly as the threat of a loss of federal 
highway funds looms over the horizon. 
Indiana won a five-year grace period in 
1971 
when 
the 
U.S. 
D epartm ent 
o f 
I ransportation agreed to give the Indiana 
Highway 
Commission 
more 
tim e 
t o 
negotiate with owners for the purchase of 
signs 
Thus far nearly 700 signs have been 
purchased at a cost of just over $1 million 
Federal funds account for 75 per cent of the 
costs, but the state m ust pay the rest. 
As of Oct. 4 the five year period is up and 
the state can 
then 
begin condem nation 
proceedings against owners who refuse to 
sell or rem ove their non-conforming signs 
and billboards. 
"We 
expect 
most 
of 
the 
signs 
and 
billboards to be acquired without court 
action," said L D. Cooper, head of roadside 
developm ent for the state 
"But we won t 
get them all this year 
We don’t have the 
money to pay for all of them ’’ 


The federal governm ent says Indiana is 
not moving quickly enough, but with the 
added power of condem nation available to 
the state next fall, Cooper is hopeful there 
will be no cutback in federal money coming 
into the state 


State laws passed to con'orm with the 
federal Highway Beautification Act of 1965 
require rem oval of signs and billboards 
within 600 feet of the right-of-way. Law also 
bans “jum bo” signs beyond that limit but 
which are visible from the highway. 
The sign ban does not apply to secondary 
highw ays However, Cooper said, in som e 
cases local ordinances m ay ban highway 
advertising along these routes 
The law also does not apply to signs 
erected 
in 
areas 
zoned 
com m ercial 
or 
industrial, 
and 
to 
signs 
erected 
b y 
com panies on their own prem ises. 
The purchase and rem oval program thus 
far has been spotted 
Cooper said rather 
than go into one area 
at a tim e and 
negotiate for rem oval of the signs, the state 
decided to operate on an individual basis, 
allowing owners to sell or remove signs 
when they wanted

From outer space? Guess again 


High car prices aren’t 
always bad. T hat’s a state­ 
ment most would agree 
with when they are selling 
their own cars as used. 
In most cases, the ele­ 
vated prices of new cars 
have had a corresponding 
hike in the value of the 
used vehicle. This is par­ 
ticularly so when the old­ 
er car appeals to a buyer. 


An e x p e rt says 
A survey of professional 
buyers who work for new 
and used car dealerships 
revealed some “tricks of 
the trade” that help them 
determine prices of cars. 
Said one expert, “A used 
car th a t’s in top condition 
can bring as much as $500 
more than a nearly iden­ 
tical car th a t’s been neg­ 
lected. In fact, if the neg­ 
lect is severe enough, the 
trade-in may have virtu­ 
ally only scrap value — 
even if ifs a fairly late 
model car ” 
Physical looks of the car 
are im portant but appear­ 
ance must be more than 
cosmetic deep, another ex­ 
pert claimed. A fresh paint 
job might look nice at first 
glance but if it’s hiding 
damage, it could hurt the 
sale. 


I)n it p ro m p tly 
His advice, "As soon as a 
minor bump, nick or rust 
spot appears have it a t­ 
tended to by a good pro­ 
fessional repair man.” 
Also, keeping a car clean 
at all times is the best 
protection against prem a­ 
ture paint wear. Again, if 
you do need a paint job, a 
quality job by a well-equip­ 
ped shop could pay off at 
trade-in time. 


E n g in e co n d itio n 
Engine condition is the 
next most suspect question 
of the potential buyer. 
A Pennsylvania used car 
man remarked, "I have a 
lot of customers who are 


trading in older cars be­ 
cau se th e y a re h a v in g 
chronic starting trouble. 
And you can bet the first 
thing they look for in 
their newer purchase is 
starting ease. Investing in 
a good set of plugs and 
making sure the battery 
is operating strong is a 
good investm ent before 
trade-in.” 


H av e a ch eck d o n e 
A California used car 
dealer advised, “A reverse 
twist on an old habit could 
bring in extra dollars, too. 
Sm art buyers want to have 
their mechanics look over 
a car before they purchase 
to make sure there aren’t 
any obvious and expensive 
defects. As a private seller, 
you might be sm art to 
have your mechanic look 
over the car to take care 
of defects like obvious oil 
leaks that could kill a 
sale.” 
A Florida dealer says 
the first look a prospec­ 
tive customer gets at a 
car may be the most crit­ 
ical one. On th at basis, 
it would pay the owner 
either to send his car to 
a professional recondi­ 
tioner or be prepared to 
exert a little extra elbow 
grease of his own. 
N a tu ra lly , 
th e 
ca r 
should be cleaned and pol­ 
ished, inside and out. Up­ 
holstery should be cleaned 
w ith a good sh am p o o , 
glass and metal surfaces 
made spotless.

EPA ast k.s action to cut 
vapors from gas pumps 


Gasoline vapors that en­ 
ter the atmosphere from 
filling .station gas pumps 
account for six per cent 
of all harmful emissions 
in large population areas, 
a c c o rd in g to th e U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 
The EPA has proposed 
action to limit the amount 
of vapor in the air in eight 
specific areas. Controls of 
certain filling stations 
would be imposed in Balti 
more, Boston, Denver, Los 
Angeles. Newark, Sacra­ 
mento, Washington, D.C. 
and the San Joaquin Val­ 
ley in California. 
Under the regulations, 
stations pum ping more 
than 10,000 gallons per 
month would have to pro 
vide for recovering vapors. 
Final compliance would be 
required by May 31, 1977. 
To meet proposed stand­ 
ards, special pump nozzles 


and hoses would be used. 
These would return vapors 
from the car’s tanks to a 
special underground stor­ 
age tank. The E P A esti­ 
mates some 37,000 gas sta 
tions in the eight areas 
would be affected. Costs 
required to install equip­ 
ment would mean about 
a half-cent extra per gal­ 
lon for the customer.

Make sure windshield 
wipers are in shape 
for use in bad weather 


As with so many other 
vital components on your 
car, your windshield wip­ 
ers are most likely to fail 
just when you need them 
the most — like during the 
next storm. 
In the summer, heat, 
smog, and even your serv­ 
ice statio n a t t e n d a n t ’s 
windshield washer spray 
are working together to 
reduce the efficiency of 
your wiper system. I t’s no 
wonder, after sitting quiet­ 
ly on your windshield and 
deteriorating day-in and 
day-out, that they often 
fail to do their job. 


Check when rain in g 
The best time to check 
your windshield wiper sys­ 
tem is during a rainstorm. 
Or you can check it the 
next time you go through 
a car wash. You can also 
perform a good check 
while someone sprays your 
windshield with a garden 
hose. 
However you choose to 
check your wipers, you 
should check them on botn 
the fast and slow speeds.

Here are five visible or 
audible in d ic ato rs th a t 
will signal the need for 
attention to your wind­ 
shield wipers. Clear driv­ 
ing vision is especially im­ 
portant during the bad 
weather season. Check for 
the following signs of m al­ 
functioning: 


1. STREAKING — arcs 
of unwiped moisture with­ 
in the wiping area. 
2. HAZING — a thin, 
h a rd -to-see-through film 
covering most or all of the 
wiping area even after the 
blade has just been wiped.

I M makes 
city air more breathable.

"The Lord helps him 
who helps himself.” 
If the above seems to be 
the motto of a greater 
number of gasoline retail­ 
ing outlets, then the facts 
of life are becoming more 
apparent. There is a grow­ 
ing trend toward self-serv­ 
ice gas stations where the 
customer pumps his own. 
Expensive fuel is a little 
cheaper to buy under the 
system But the car owner 
who has counted on at­ 
ten d a n ts to do sim p le 
maintenance jobs is out 
of luck. 
Car owners who habitu­ 
ally buy gas at self-serve 
outlets should make sure 
they know how to check 
vital ‘‘life signs” of their 
cars. Then they should 
check at least weekly. Do­ 
ing this requires a little

If in doubt, such informa 
tion is contained In the 
car’s Owner’s Manual 
For example, the proper 
level of oil in the crank 
case is indispensable to 
proper engine operation 
You should know where 
the dipstick is located in 
your engine.

So it is important that 
cylinder balance and com­ 
pression checks be per­ 
formed to help detect any 
serious malfunctions. 


Ig n itio n system 
Basics of any tune-up 
include changing of spark 
plugs and points and con­ 
denser in cars so equipped 
Some cars have electronic 
ignition w ithout points 
and condenser. Checking 
all ignition components is 
recommended and if re­ 
placement of items that 
come in sets 
(such as 
plugs and plug wires) 
becomes necessary, then 
change the whole set. 
Installing one or two 
plugs or wires is false 
economy since if several 
units need replacing then 
their mates will probably 
wear out soon. 


C arb u re tio n 
The carburetor, which 
delivers the proper mix­ 
ture of air and fuel to the 
intake manifold, should be 
checked for leaks in the 
gasket area. Excessive dirt 
and varnish, im proper 
choke and faulty linkage 
also are possible carbure­ 
tor defects 
Related areas such as 
fuel pump, air filter, fuel 
line and fuel filter should 
be checked as part of the 
tune-up procedure.

Worn shocks 
often sneaky 


Unlike a tire that sud­ 
denly blows out with a 
loud bang, worn shock ab­ 
sorbers can fail with little 
a d v a n c e w a rn in g . Yet 
when shocks fail, the re­ 
sults can be just as peri­ 
lous as a blow-out. 
To avoid such a danger, 
ask your service man to 
check shocks every time 
the car is on the hoist 
for a lube job or similar 
service 
This is particularly im­ 
portant if your present 
shocks have more than 
20,000 miles of wear on 
them. 


Each of 
th e se devices m u st be 
checked to make sure it 
is properly functioning for 


best performance, depend­ 
ability, economy and re­ 
duced exhaust emissions.

But a cheap tune-up is no 
bargain. 


A neglected car body 
rates high among auto­ 
motive safety factors, ac­ 
cording to a report just 
re le a se d by C ar C are 
Council of Canada. The 
information is based on a 
survey of inspection rec­ 
ords from Windsor, On­ 
tario, where Provincial 
inspectors examined 809 
cars, finding 364 w ith 
lighting discrepancies. 216 
had headlights improperly 
aimed. 
357 cars had body con­ 
ditions which were cause 
for rejection. 243 were 
found with braking defi­ 
ciencies and 211 with prob­ 
lems in steering and sus­ 
pension. 
Reasons for rejecting 
cars for body deterioration 
included such conditions 
as gaping holes in floor 
pans (one opening was 
large enough for a child 
to fall through), rusted 
and improperly secured 


doors, bumpers or other 
parts and damaged glass. 
I n s p e c to r s ’ c o n c e rn 
about body integrity is 
significant, according to 
C ar C are C ouncil. F or 
years motorists have been 
aware of the safety haz­ 
ards of driving with im­ 
proper lighting, or brakes 
and steering that are not 
up to standard. But a 
neglected body presents a 
threat to life and limb 


because this is the protec­ 
tive shell in which we’re 
encased. 
Properly m aintained, 
the car’s body and frame 
can m aintain the strength 
necessary to provide such 
protection in the event of 
an accident. This m ainte­ 
nance includes repair and 
painting of sheet metal

The noise problem is 
primarily with the new 
motorcycles available, for 
all m ust m eet existin g 
noise level standards in 
many states. The problem 


is with modified exhaust 
systems installed after the 
customer has purchased 
the machine. With this 
realization, the EPA has 
expanded its efforts be­ 
yond controlling noise at 
the point of manufacture. 
Through MIC effo rts, 
legislators realize that mo­ 
torcycles are a legitimate 
recreation or transporta­ 
tion vehicle and that the 
laws and regulations con­ 
trolling the use of motor­ 
cycles may well affect their 
neighbors if not them­ 
selves.
